Coolidge Message Expected 
to Recommend Co-operc- 
tive Marketing Measure 


(EXCLASIVE 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—Presi- 
dent Coolidge will recommend the 
passage of some kind of farm 
legisiation in his annual message 
to Congress, it was stated at the 
White House today. | 

Just what the President will 
Congress to do in the way of aid- 
ing the farmers was not made 
public, but ft is considered certain 
that he will recommend the en- 
actment of « law which will facili- 
tate co-operative marketing. At the 
last session of Congress, President 
Coolidge sponsored a co-operative 
marketing bill but it fafled of pas- 


sage. 

Members of the President's agri- 
cultural commission also recom- 
mended erative mark- 
eting and ad the setting up of 
a co-operative marketing commis- 
s'on, It had béenh expected that 
the President's commission would 
meet again this fall and report to 
the President before Congress 
opens.

the vogue this week at the Pasa- 


dena Community Theater, where

To the mind trained in the 
drama of the American stage, Rus- 
sian drama seems childish and 
stupidly crude. Yet it must be 
remembered that their standards 
differ diametrically from those 
which govern our presentation of 
plays. It must also be kept in 
mind that their plays are read by 
the family around the fireside 
much more often than they are 
actually produced.
